EVERYTHING LOOKS LOVELY 


For the New Repubiic Formed Without 
Bloodshed. 

WASHINGTON, November 20—Dr. Valente, 
Brazilian minister, has not yet been officially 
requested to ask the United States government 
to recognize the United States of Brazil. He 
believes such a request will not be made im- 
mediately. but that the new government will 
wait a reasonable length of time in order to 
satisfy the world of its before seeking 
formal recognition. 

The minister regards the views of the domi- 


‘Rant republicaus, as set forth in their man!- 


festo,as most reasonable in all respectis, and as 
they bave aseumed all of the obligations and 
debts of the empire, and have guaranteed the 
fullest measure of proteclion and personal lib- 
erty to citizens of” other nations residing in 
Brazil, as wellas security to their vested in- 
terests, he cannot seo any excuse for dissatisfac- 
tion abroad at the recent change. 
A CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION. 

In his view a constitutional convention must 
be assembled in Brazil at the earliest possible 
moment. This body will probably readjust 
the boundaries or representation of the twenty 
existing provinces, which vary largely in size 
and density of population. 

The senate will also have to be reconstructed. 
Its abolition as the first act of the revolution- 
ists has been misunderstood as tending towards 
despotism, 

As a matter of fact,“ said Dr. Valente, it 
was a liberal movement, as will be understood 
when it is generally known that senators un- 
der the old regime were elected for life, and it 
has been asserted did not always continue to 
reflect the views ot their constituents.“ 

THE EXTENSION OF SUFERKAGE. 

The minister also looks forward to an ex- 
tension of the right of sufferage by the consti- 
tutional convention at present, in addition to 
ordinary requirements of age, citizenship, etc. 
A voter must be possessed of an income not less 
than $200 per annum. This requirement has 
been liberally construed, yet there 
is a demand for its abolitition, because 
of the mixed character of the population of 
Brezil, the minister believes it would hardly 
be wisejto have unrestricted suffrage at present, 
but favors the imposition of the requirement 
that after a period of four years from the date of 
adoption of the new constitution yoters must 
at least be able to write their names or read. 
This he believes would stimulate popular edu- 
cation and cause uneducated hn a to avail 
themselves ef free schools which already 
abound in Brazil. 

Altogether Dr. Valente takes a most hope- 
ful view of the situation. 


STOLEN IN THE STREET. 


Young Girl Forcibly Seized and Thrust Into 
a Hack. 

Sr. Louis, November 20.—The sensational 
abduction of a young heiress occurred today. 
the attempt being of the most daring and fla- 
grant character. Alice Jackman, a sixteen- 
year-old miss, was playing in front of the resi- 
dence of W. H. Brouthers, in whose charge 
she temporarily was, when six men jumped 
from a hack, seized her and forcibly carried 
her away in the very presence of Miss 
Brouthers and her niece, Miss Myrtle Hunt, a 
young lady of eighteen. 

The ruffians first seized Miss Hunt and 
dragged her along the pavement to their rig, 


when one of them looked at her 


face and said 
she was not the one they wanted. Miss Jack- 
man was then pounced upon and shoved head 
forward in the carriage, her abductors driving 
rapidly away. The girl screamed and fought, 
but to no purpose, and though a dozen people 
witnessed the struggle, none ventured to in- 
terfere. The girl’s father died a year or so 
ago, leaving an estate of $30,000. 

The child was then placed in charge of her 
uncle, Mr. Jonn G. Taylor, of the Richard- 
son Taylor Drug company, who was appointed 
her guardian. hree months later ike ran 
away on account of alleged cruel treatment. 
She showed a terrible gash in her head, and 
her body was badly bruised. The Humane 
society placed her in the care of Mr. Brou- 
ther’s, a member of the society, who refused 
to deliver the child to her guardian when he 
demanded her. 3

When the Smugglers are Brought Up in 
Court. 


CHICAGO, November 20.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Montreal says: The gigantic frauds 
on revenue discovered in Quebec are the sen- 
sation of the hour. Customs offieials estimate 
the federal treasury defrauded last year by 
whisky smugglers at Quebec alone of more 
than $250,000. Seizures,thus farin this vi- 
cinity, much of it contraband whisky,is landed 
at various riverside parishes all the way up 
from the gulf, and especially on the islands in 
the St. Lawrence, where large deposits—in 
one place alone two hundred barrels—have 
been seized. The spirits so far seized are prin- 
cipally high priced wines of greater strength 
than the Canadian standard and supposed to 
be American manufacture. So far, none have 
been found in the possession of merchauts 
here, thongh there is little doubt there are 
merchants at the bottom of these smuggling 
operations. Rumor is at present busy with 
the name of more than one prominent Que- 
bec importing house. Mr. Cornelier, queen’s 
counsel, declares, however, that his instruc- 
tions are to proceed, irrespective of rank or 
politics, and spicy revelations will, doubtless, 
be forthcoming. N

O'Sullivan and Mul- 
cahy were in bed; was positive O'Sullivan was 
there when she went out at 8:30, and was in 
his room when she got back. 

Under a sharp fire of questions, the witness 
became confused and said that while she was 
sure she was at O’Sullivan’s on Sunday 
night, the Sth of May, she was not quite sure 
that she was there on the preceding night, 
which was the night of the murder.

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COMMISSIONER HENDERSON 


s A WORD TO 81 ABOUT THE RE- 


DUCTION OF INSPECTION FEES. 


He Thivks the Law a Good One and One 
That Should Have Been Adopted Years 
Ago—His Reasons as He Puts Them. 


Judge Henderson, the commissioner of agri- 
culture, is one man, at least, who is pleased 
with the work of the last legislature. 

He is particularly pleased with the new law 
that reduces the inspection fees on fertilizers 
from fifty cents to ten cents a ton. 

„That, said he yesterday. has been a pet 
idea of mine since, or almost since, my advent 
into office. I think it was within twelve 
months after my appointment, or, at least, as 
soon as I had aclear understanding of things, 
I urged, in one of my bienmal 
reports to Governor Colquitt, the pro- 
priety of a reduction of the fees. I 
think I advised the reduction then to twenty- 
five cents. It seems it was a sort of prescience. 
1 know, after inspections became so heavy, 
that it was a mere question of time before 
the people, the farmers, would wake up to the 
injustice of their paying so much money into 
the treasury beyond the legitimate expense of 
the inspection. The farmers were poor, and 
they were contributing of their hard earnings 
to the education of the children of bankers; 
lawyers, merchants, etc., all of whom were 
swimming when compared to themselves. I 
came into office directly from the field, and 1 
knew what a desperate struggle it was to make 
buckle and tongue meet. When I look back 
over the past now, I can see nothing but hero- 
ism in the partial success that has carried 
them through to the present day. 

“T have also recommended it to several con 
ventions—I mean agricultural conventions, of 
course. I have spoken of it continually to in- 
fiuential individuals, and finally, during last 
fall, that being my biennial year, I again pre- 
sented the matter as forcibly as I knew how to 
Governor Gordon. These reports, aq is usual 
on such occasions, were laid on the desks of the 
representatives and senators and there it was, 
I presume, they got the cue and the 
facts that led to their action just at the heel of 

their adjournment. Here is the line of facts 
“And conclusions as they appear in that report: 

I have more than once re/erred to the great dis- 

roportion between the actual cost of inspecting a 
— of fertilizers aud the inspection fee of ny 
cents imposed by the present law. In order to ar- 
rive at the approximate average cost of inspecting 
fertilizers. I will take the figures representing the 
volume of inspection for the past eleven seasons, or 
the; eriod during which the present law has been 
of .orce: ; : 
The total inspection in 11 years 1,558.171 tons, 
The total tees collected in 11 years....$ 778,322 

The expenses of inspection may be stated as fol- 
artes of chemist, II year... os 
Bularies of inspectors, II years. 

Cost of tags, 11 years 
Incidestals, II years. 


Total actual cost, 11 years 
Now divide $147,638 00, which is the total actual 
cost of inspection for the n by 1,558,171, 
the total number of tons inspected, and we have 94, 
Cents (nearly) as the cost of inspecting one ton. 
Tue expenses above giver are those which are 
actually taken, either directly from the fees col- 
lected, or paid out of the treasury as salaries to 
the chemist and inspectors. It is proper, however, 
to consider that a large part of the time of myself 
and omplo es, and the cost of priuting and dis- 
tributing the Girculars containing the aualyses of 
the fertilizers, are properly charg- able to inspection 
account, in any just estimate of the real cost of in- 
tion and analysis. Adding $5,000 per annum, or 
5,000 for the eleven years, for this account, we find 
thai the total cost of inspecting a ton of fertilizers 
for the period under consideration, was a little more 
than th rieen cents. Taking the last reason by it- 
dell, and estimating the cost of inspeciion on the 
gime basis of allowance, the average cost of in- 
spéection, analysis, publication, etc, was 11.4 cents 
perton. It is generally conceded that the farmer 
pays tue inspection fees, and»it is pretiy generally 
conceded that he ought to pay them, though the 
equity of the last proposition may well be questioned. 
Acimitting, however, its propriety, wherein is the 
e:uiy ot the requirement that he shall pay 
great'y more than the outside estimate of 
the actual cost of inspection? During ‘the 
eleven years just considered, there have actually 
been paid into the treasury, on account of inspec- 
t on fees, the large sum of $736,863, all drawn from 
the pockets of the toiling farmers of Georgia! 1: 
oceurs to mé that these facts and figures should be 
preseuted to your excellency, and through you to 
the general assembly of the state, and to the people 
at large. I have no hesitation in saying that the 
inspection fee should either be greatly reduced, or 
the excess of fees over the cost ofinspection should 
be devoted to the development of the interests of 
that class of our citizens who are thus unequally 
taxed. Ihave before recommended such reduction 
or the alternative suggested, and now most heartily 
renew, the same. 

**T see from this report that you present the 
uestion under three different conditions: the 
rst nine and one-half cents, the second 

eleven cents, and, lastly, thirteen cents, as the 
cost per ton for inspection. Which of the 
throe, in your judgment, was the nearest ap- 
proximation to the amount that should be 
raised?“ 

„Well, I do not think the general assembly 
was far wrong when they settled upon ten 
cents * ton, but had 1 been consulted 1 
think I would have made it a fraction higher. 
As it stands now it may ſ raise an amount that 
will be adequate to meet the demands that 
will be made upon it, but I think it is rather 
too close askin. All that should be raised, to 
be sure, is just enough to cover all ex- 

nses of inspection, but the amount hereto- 

ore inspected has been fluctuating. Now, 
suppose this should be an off year, 
it would put the department in an unpleasant 
dilemma. I can see no necessity for crippling 
things and making everybody unhappy, par- 
ticularly when all of us had labored to effect 
the reduction, and perhaps I more than any 
other human being. Let us imagine the con- 
verse of the supposition to be true, that is that 
a few thousand dollars in excess uf the cost of 
fuspection, the department would move on 
swimmingly and the small overplus could have 
easily been devoted to some purpose—the ex- 
perimental farm, for instance. which itself is 
entirely in the interest of the agricultural 
classes. 

„What will be the effect upon the in- 
ge s?” 

It is alittle disheartoning to them. As a 
general rule they are men of very limited 
means, and as revenue will come in ver? slow 
under the changed state of con- 
ditions of things, they will be under 
the necessity of drawing upon their pri- 
vate purses at least for the first few months of 
the season and probably a month or such a 
matter in the winding up of the season, This 
Idon’t think ought tobe. But then confi- 
dence is reposed in the wisdom and fairness of 
the general assembly, and the inspectors hope 
for an early amendment of the law, so that 
public servants will not have todraw upon 
their private funds in order to get the ultimate 
reward of their labors. I will say this much: 
the bill was passed just at the heel of the ses- 
sion when everything and everybody was in 
confusion, hence other amendments to the law 
made necessary by this were overlooked.”’

After He Found That He Could Not Raise 
the Money He Resorted to Thieving in 
Order to Enable Him to Get Married.

There is still a mystery hovering over 
and surrounding the forged document that 
proved to be such a boomerang in the hands 
of the republican politicians of Ohio.

It is a little singular that this 
fact should not have added vastly to the 
importance of the matter in the eyes of 
Foraker, who had the document in his 
possession for some time before he men- 
tioned the matter to Halstead. 

With the names of these three distin- 
guished republicans on the document, why 
was it that Foraker did not lay the matter 
before them? 

There is no evidence that either Haktead 
or Foraker for one moment questioned the 
genuineness of the signatures, and this adds 
to the mystery, for, in order to believe that 
the signatures were genuine, both Halstead 
and Foraker were compelled to believe that 
Sherman, McKinley and Butterworth were 
corrupt jobbers.

Among the Old Colonels. 

When General Reuben Davis gave to the 
public his racy book, ‘Recollections of 
Mississippi,“ it never occurred to him that 
the anecdotes and reminiscences which af- 
forded him so much pleasure would excite 
consternation and horror among his New 


England readers. 

Such, however, is undoubtedly the case. 
The editor of the Springfield, Massachusetts, 
Republican, a typical New Englander of the 
Brahmin caste, has read the book, and has 
been in such a state of mind ever since that 
he finds it impossible to do his subject jus- 
tice. General Davis’s account of a personal 
difficulty he once had with a judge who had 
fined him for contempt, made such an im- 
pression upon our New England journalist 
that he gives it in full, as follows: 

My vatience gave way and I felt myself in a per- 
fect blaze of sudden fury. I had in my pocket a 
very fine knife with a long thin blade, As I sprang 
to my feet I drew out this knife, opened it, and 
threw & point foremost into the bar, looking steadily 
at the judge all the while. My object was to induce 
the judge to order me to jail, and then to attack 
him on the beuch, The knife vibrated, and the 
weight of the handle broke the blade near the mid. 
dle. General S. J. Gholson and several others ran 
upon the bench beside the judge, ordered the 
sheriff to adjourn the court and carried the judge 
out of the court room, while a number of persons 
seized me. Judge Howry being withdra wn, 
prudent men among my persoval friends con- 
demned my action and appealed to me to 
let the matter stop. I agreed to this. In- 
tending to pass straight to my hotel, I 
saw Judge Howry come forward to- 
ward the place where I was standing. I awaited 
his approach and when close to me asked him if he. 
had intended by his fine to insult me. He said 
“No.” I then said I had been guilty of no offense 
to justify such an indignity and requested some ex- 
planation, He replied, “I do not, sir, explain my 
official conduct toany man.” In a moment I had 
slapped him in the face with my open hand. By 
some accident a claw hammer had been left on the 
floor near by: he seized this and struck at me vio- 
lently, while I got from my pocket the broken 
knife and opened it. The blow of his hammer fel 
upon my head, cutting through my hat and several 
files of papers to the bone. I made another stroke 
at his jugular with the corner of my knife blade. 
This blow fell upon his jaw and I seized him with 
my left hand by the collar and pushed my head 
into his face. He struck again with his hammer, 
breaking and depressing the outer plate of my skull 
bone, but not until I had inflicted three more 
cuts upon his jaw. As we were pulled apart he 
gave me the third blow. I went to my room and 
sent the judge a message not to leave hu room un 
armed, as I would attack him upon sight. or 
The court met again that evening. I bad put on a 
fur cap, with the back part before, to conceal my 
wounds, and the judge wore his overcoat, with the 
collar well drawn up, to hide the tokens of combat 
on his person. I did not meet Judge Howry for 
seven years after this affair. I had gone to Pontotoc 
to attend the federal court and was sitting in a 
room with Roger Barton and Chancellor Chalmers 
when Chalmers was sent for from below. He soon 
returned and said to me: “I suppose, Davis, you 
care nothlug now about that affair between you 
and Judge Howry?” I promptly replied that I 
thought nothing of it; that Howry was a gentleman, 
and that our difficulty was casual and without 
malice. Chalmers then said that Howry was below, 
and would be glad to come up to Barton’sroom. He 
did so, and I met him at the door, and we greeted 
each other in the most cordial manner. Until his 
death, no two men could be more sincerely triendly 
than we continued to be. I shall always believe 
that he went down to his grave without finding out 
what led to our quarrel that day, and I am perfectly 
certain that I shall go down to mine in equal ignor- 
ance, unless he comes back to tell me.

I threw open a window and beheld a 
long line of well-dressed gentlemen proceeding in 
single tile down the middle of the street and loudly 
singing the then popular melody of Buffalo Bull 


At this point the reader evidently threw 
aside the general’s ‘‘Recollections,”’ for he 
made no further extracts, and bis comments 
are confined to a few incoherent words, such 
as a deeply aggrieved prohibitidnist and

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KNIGHTS ARE THROUGH 


AND THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
STANDS ADJOURNED UNTIL 1890. 


An Interesting Session With Some Interest- 
ing Discuscsions—Mr. Powderly Earns 
His Salary. 


The annual convention of the Knights of 
Labor has adjourned. 

When the delegates were called to order 
yesterday morning it was agreed to hold longer 
sessions and to make an effort to get through 
the work that remained by night. i 

A number of important committees remained 
to be heard from, and the task which the con- 
vention set itself to perform seemed almost an 
impossibility. By hard work, however, it was 
accomplished, and shortly after 7 o’clock Mr. 
Powderly declared the convention adjourned, 
to meet again at some place yet to be de- 
cided on. 

Morning Session. 

The report of the committee on appeals and 
grievances, which was left unfinished Tuesday 
evening, was the first matter taken up yester 
day. When it was completed the committees 
on insurance, corporations and laws made their 
statements. Each committee had thoroughly 
investigated the subject intrusted to its care 
and their reports were thoroughly exhaustive. 

The committee on finance were next heard 
from and several discussions took place over 
some of the recommendations made. It was 
agreed after an argument that in future only 
the actual railway fares of the delegates should 
be paid instead of the four cents a mile both 
going and coming, which each member of the 
convention now receives. It was also agreed 
that all local assemblies, attached to the gen- 
oral assembly, shall during the coming year 
pay a quarterly per capita tax of ten cents in- 
stead of six cents. The report further re- 
commended that the executive board should 
be empowered to levy an assessment of twenty 
cents on each member of the order during the 
yearif they found it necessary to raise money 
for any purpose. 

A REDUCTION REQUESTED. 

The chairman of the finance committee 
then read a letter from General Master Work- 
man Powderly, in which the treasurer of the 
order was requested to reduce his salary from 
$5,000 a year to $3,500. Mr. Powderly stated 


‘that the smaller pay was all he required for 
‘his needs, and he would prefer to have the 


difference devoted to some other purpose. 

Mr. Powderly’s generous ofter was received 
with cheers, and several speeches were made 
thanking Mr. Powderly, and at the same time 
showing that he fully earned the five thousand 
a year, and with his traveling expenses and 
other burdens it would be unjust to accept the 
proposition. The convention unanimously 
voted that Mr. Powderly’s salary should re- 
main at $5,000 a year. 

When the excitement had subsided a reso- 
lution was adopted expressing the opinion of 
the order that the pay of the printers’ assist- 
ants in the bureau of 228 and engraving, 
in Washington should increased from $1.25 
to $2 a day. 

A resolution was also passed urging congress 
to make the election day a legal holiday, and 
suggesting thatafine shall imposed on 
— employer who does not recoguize it as 
such. 

It was after 1 0’clock when the convention 
took a recess. 

fternoon Session, 

As soon as Mr. Powderly called the conven 
tion to order a general discussion took place 
on the educational work which is being done 
by the order. It was decided to increase the 
educational feature in every way possible and 
to distribute leaflet and pamphlet literature 
through trustworthy members in every local- 
ity. he lecturers will also be kept in the 
tield. The chief bookkeeper announced that 
no extra tax would he needed, as the order is 
now in such a 33 condition that, should 
it not increase 9 single new member at the 
end of the year,$15,000 would be in the treasury 
after all expenses have been paid. 

Mr. Becknine, chairman of the co-o tive 
board, was then elected to take charge of all 
the co-operative work of the order. He will 
have charge of all the shops run under the new 
system, and will also watch all places of busi- 
ness indorsed by the executive board and will 
see that the Knights’ of Labor trade mark is 
respected. 

r. Davis made a report on the mortgaged 
indebtedness of the country. After givin 
a vast quantity of statistics he recommende 
action in the way of making it as easy 
for the farmers and small property holders to 
borrow money from the federal government as 
it is for the national banks to do 80. 

The legislative committee then reported on 
the Canadian legislative committee's report. 
They indorsed the recommendations suggested 
by the Canadians, and instructed the execu- 
tive board to formulate the policy of the order 
in connection with the convict labor question. 

The legislative report was the last of the 
routine business to be performed, and Mr. 
Powderly announced that a vote would be 
takeu on the next placeof meeting. Speeches 
were made in favor of anumber of cities, but 
after the ballot was taken Toledo, O., Albany, 
N. V., and Denver, Col., were found to be in 
the lead, with Birmingham, Eng., a close 
fourth. The exeeutive rd will make the 
choice from the three leading cities, but as 
Toledo had the most votes the next ccnven- 
tion will probably be held there. 

A resolution was unanimously passed thank- 
ing the citizens of Atlanta for their hospital- 
ity and the city press for the fairness and ac- 


ceptability of the reports made ofthe conven- 


tion. 
' MR. POWDERLY’S SPEECH. 

When Mr. Powderly arose to make the clos- 
ing speech of the convention the delegates be- 
came perfectly quiet. The general master 
workman’s address was short, but it was 
probably the finest oratorical effort he has 
ever made. He pointed out to the delegates 
what they could do if they put their shoulders 
to the wheel towards elevating their fellow 
laborers. He pointed out the improved con- 
dition of the order and said that a brilliant 
and useful future awaited the Knights 
2 Labor if they 5 8 ‘ use 
the roper ener an nte nce 
to 88 1. In — Mr. Powderly — 
that this convention was the most profitable 
and best session ever held, as well as the 
shortest. 

Mr. Powderly then announced the conven- 
tion adjourned, and for a few moments the 
walls shook with cheers. When quiet was re- 
stored the delegates rose and sang the follow- 
ing verses, which have been adopted as the 
song of the order:

THE ANNUAL INSPECTION. 


Chief Joyner Finds That the Laws Are 
Being Complied With. 


Chief Joyner has finished his annyal inspec- 
tion. 

Assisted by Foreman Jake Emmel, Tom Haney, 
W. H. Clowe, John Watters, Henry Haney and 
Assistant Foreman W. B. Cummings, the chief has 
for several days been making the annual inspection 
of buildings in the business part of the city. 

Beginuing at the cellars each house was thorough - 
ly examined, and notes were made of those where 
the fire ordinances were not strictly complied with. 
Chief Joyner reports that he found a vast improve- 
ment over the condition of the buildings at 
last year’s inspection.

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The sewing machine agent taxes are coming 
in under the new law, introduced by Hon. 
Clark Howell, of Fulton. 

It will be remembered that a peculiar defect 
in the law before this imposed no penalty for 
the non-payment of this tax. Sewing machine 
companies were not liable for the agents’ tax, 
and, consequently, no tax was paid. Less 
than $200 was collected in the past year. 

Though it has been only a week or ten days 
since the law went into effect, over $700 has 
been paid intothe comptrolier’s office 
is the tax for 1889, and as only about for forty-five 
days of the year remained, the tax comes high. 
Each company paid $200 for doing business 
until January lst, in addition to the $5 for 
each of its agents.

It is hardly probable that the acts of the last 
legislature will be published before the Ist of 
March. The bulk is enormous compared with 
that of other legislatures. 

A great many laws go into effect before that 
time, and certified copies can be obtained by 
writing to the secretary of state. About 900 
acts were passed. 


One department appropriation, badly needed 
at the capitol, is for collecting, sorting and 
binding the acts passed by the Georgia legisla . 
ture prior to 1874. Thore isan immense bulk 
of this exceedingly valuable matter, and it 
can not be used, even for official reference, 
without a great aste of time. Not more than 
half a dozen velumes were bound prior to 74, 
and one year is missing since then. It is not 
believed that any of ihe papers have ever been 
lost, but they have been moved so often and 
handled so much that they are in terrible shape 
now. Each act is separate, and to hunt for 
one of them is like hunting fer a needle in a 
haystack. Money couldn't be better spent
